1 . Applicant's Remarks filed on March 2, 2007 has been fully considered but it is not persuasive. 

2. With respect to the rejected independent Claims 1 and 21 , Applicant states that the prior art (U.S. Patent 6,1 72,960) of Takemura's 
Fig. 3A illustrates that the track's center line and the address block's center line are coincide and has no offset (page 2 of the Remarks, 
lines 18-23). Accordingly, the prior art of Takemura's Fig. 3A illustrated a first center line 21 , 23 etc. along the recording tracks (grooves) 
and a second center line 22 extending along the information (track/groove) reading direction. Furthermore, as illustrated in Takemura's 
Fig. 3A, the second center line 22 is shifted in a radial direction on the disc, with respect to the first center line 21 to form a predetermined 
offset as in Applicant's Claim 1 , last 3 lines. 

Applicant argues that the prior art of Takemura's first center line 21 and second center line 22 is not belong to the same track but 
belong to the adjacent track (page 3 of the Remarks, lines 1-8). Accordingly, Applicant does not claim that the first center line and the 
second center line are in one recording track in his Claims 1 and 21. 
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
